If this 
concluſion be true (as in very deed it is moſt true) 
oh how ought you of this hanourable aſſemblie

Maruel not therefore if we leaue no ſtone 
vnturned to come by that which is ſo precious, 
and ſo hardly found. Bur the obiection miniſtreth 
tor ſtrength to our argument.

You ſhall find it otherwiſe 
recorded of him, Geneſis 19.19 Good lehoſhuah 


proteſted that he, and his houſe, that is, all choſe 


that were vnder his gouernment would ſerue le- 
houah. In whoſe example the doubt will not bee 


ichoſh. 24. 4 worth the anſwere, that Iehoſhuah doth content 


himſelfe in this place, onelie to haue barelie of- 
fered the trueth vnto his people, and giuen them 
the choiſe whether they would profeſſe it or no, 
whereas his proteſt ation impotteth, that as ma- 
ny as would be gouerned by him, ſhould ſerue le- 
houah. lf they did otherwiſe, ſuch rebels againſt 
God,were not ſit to bee his people.
